War Notes 


Since the crown prince began his 
retreat his armies have fallen back 
20 miles and lost 40,000 prisoners. 
The present German position is nearly 
a straight line between Soissons and 
Rheims. The latter town is nearly sur- 
rounded by the enemy on three sides 
though the latest success have re- 
lieved the pressure east of the city. 

Gen. Mangin’s army captured 500 
cannon and 500 trench mortars dur- 
ing the fighting along the river Crise 
last Friday, says the Petit Parisien. 

Each day adds to the booty cap- 
tured by the Allies. It will be im- 
possible to take full stock for some 
time, but the booty mcludes a con- 
siderable number 77-millimeter guns; 
many of them were found inthe depth 
of the woods of Arcyand Tournelle 
and the forest of Fore, The number 
of 77-millimeter shells salvaged up to| 
the present totals 1,5000,000, |

School Boys on the Land 


Schoolboys of Great Britain Did

Last year the schoolboys of Great 
Britain did excellent service,on the 
land, especially in connection with 
the harvest, and this year it is hoped 
that they will even more largely con- 
tribute to the labor resources of the 
farmer. Urgent appeals are being 
made to the farmer to grow more 
potatoes, and the ministry of food 
has stated that they will even more 
largely contribute to the labor re- 
sources of the farmer. In this con- 
nection the Scotch education depart- 
ment realize the enormous help they 
could give, without much dislocation 
of school arrangements, by setting 
free a certain number of children in 
the public and other schools in Scot- 
land at the time when they were 
most wanted for harvest. 


Value of Wool Clip 


A Fifty Per Cent. Increase in the 
Wool Output 


Now that shearing is well under 
way, it is possible to arrive at a 
fairly reliable estimate as to the 
quantity and value of the wool clip 
of Western Ca: ada this year as com- 
pared with last year. Reports from 
the different centres indicate that 
there will be an increase of approxi- 
mately fifty per cent. in the quantity 
of wool marketed from the three 
Prairie provinces, The members of 
the Southern Alberta Wool Growers’ 
Association have 225,000 sheep as 
against 158,000 sheared a year ago. 
From these it is expected to obtain 
about 1,600,000 pounds of wool. The 
Pincher Creek Association will have 
about 85,000 pounds, a substantial in- 
crease over last year’s clip, and the 
other associations will also have in- 
creases of twenty-five per cent. over 
last year. 


In Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
where the larger part of the wool is 
graded and sold for the farmer by 
branches of the department of agri- 
culture, there will also be a larger 
quantity available. In the former 
province, the growth of the industry 
is evidenced by the fact that nearly 
double as much wool as last year 
will be sold this year. In Manitoba 
the increase, though not so great as 
that of Saskatchewan, will be a sub- 
stantial one, and the total clip, will 
amount to more than twenty-five per 
cent. greater than last year. 


New Pig Iron Plant in B.C. ° 


Pig iron is now being cast from an 
electrically - crated furnace in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The first runs were 
made a few days ago at Port Moody 
from the new plant installed by the 
Aetna Iron and Steel Company, and 
were a decided success, according to 
statements received, more than twel- 
ve tons of grey pig iron being man- 
ufactured, 

Already contracts for 2,000 tons of 
pig iron have been obtained, a por- 
tion of this on orders for Japan.

The art of training soldiers has 
made a great advancement in the 
past two years in the art of active 
wariare. During the past year the art 
has been pretty thoroughly mastered, 
and the training of soldiers has been

now arriving from Canada are train- 
ed in scientific detail. Every man is 
trained individually to meet battle 
conditions, just as a boxer is trained

We are in it to recover freedom 
for the nations which have been bru- 
tally attacked and dispoiled, and to 
prove that no people, however power- 
ful, can surrender itself to the lawless 
ambitions of militarism without meet- 
ing retribution, certain and disastrous, 
at the hands of the free nations of the 
world.

“The figures of the great battles 
which began on March 21, 1918, are 
not available, but the total of the Bri- 
tish office r casualties published in Ap 
ril alone exceeds 10,000. 

“The magnitude of the strugglt as 
compared with previous battles may 
be judged from the following figures: 

“In the batle of Verdun the Germans 
employed 20 1-2 divisions between 
February and March 22, 1916. 

“In the great German attack of 1918

President Wilson and General Booth. 


General Booth, for the Salvation 
Army, sent a cable on Independence 
Day to President Wilson, in which he 
expressed the hope that out of the 


lasting union of the peoples of the 
English-speaking world for the peace 
of nations, the freedom of the op- 
pressed, and the brotherhood of all 
under the banner of Christ—the -ban- 
ner of love to God and goodwill to 
men.
